Contract Is Let To 
Raise Dike 6 Feet 


The federal government has let 
a contract for raising the dike 
around Lake Okeechobee from Ba- 
com Point south of Pahokee to the 
St. Lucie Canal. The U. S. Army. 
Corps of Engineers let the con: 
tract for this work to James P. 
Cross of New Iberia, La. in the 
amount of $2,708,878:00. 

The contract calls for excava- 
tion of some six million yards of 
material from the lake and piling 
the. material on existing levee 
stretching from Pahokee to the 
St. Lucie Canal. Present levees 
average about 32 feet in height. 
They will be increased to an aver- 
age height of 38 feet. 

Tree islands also will be con- 
structed inside the lake dikes from 
a point just south of Pahokee to, 
the "Palm Beach-Martin County 
line, a distance of about 13 miles 
Purpose of the tree islands is to 
protect the levees against wind- 
swept waves during severe storms. 
A separate contract will be award- 
ed for planting trees on the is- 
lands.
